. On March 21, 1966, Mr. Na- 
thaniel S. Colley, attorney and 
member of the National Board of 
the NAACP, spoke at the Sig- 
mund Stern Grove Clubhouse. 

Mr. Colley’s address was pri- 
marily centered around segre- 
gation in ‘‘Education and Hous- 
ing.’’ In addition to his speaking 
on segregation in education and 
housing, he spoke on Proposition 
14 which forbids the State to act 
against racial discrimination in 
housing. Mr. Colley stated that 
not only is Proposition 14 tied 
up with housing, it is also tied 
up with inferior schools. Although 
some people feel that school seg- 
regation is a housing problem, 
it-is also a school problem. Most 
people are undecided as to what 
kind of problem it is. The same 
people who say to us when we try 
to fight school segregation, ‘‘this 
is a housing problem,’’ you will 
find them to be the same_ ones 
who voted in Proposition 14. Re- 
gardless of what category it falls 
into, the fact still remains, ‘‘it is 
a problem of discrimination and 
always will be.’’ It is true that 
housing discrimination is one of the

WIPING OUT 


CRIMINAL OR 
-JUNENILE 


RECORD 


The following information and 
compilation was submitted by Offi- 
cer Linsay Crenshaw of the Police 
Community Relations Unit as- 
signed to the Bayview -Hunters 
Point EOC Office, 

A pardon may be granted either 
on the basis of a certificate of 
rehabilitation issued by the -su- 
perior court, which is the more 
usual and more protracted pro- 
cedure (see Pen, C, secs, 4852, 
01-4852.2), or without such cer- 
tificaté having first been obtained 
(see Pen. C. secs, 4800-4853), 
For convenience, a pardon secured 
by the latter route willbe referred 
to hereafter as ‘‘direct pardon.” 

A sort of judicial clemency is 
provided by Penal Code section 
1203.4, the oldest of the provisions 
of this type. This section applies 
only to a defendant who is placed 
on probation and who successfully 
completed probation. Such per- 
son is permitted to withdraw his 
plea of guilty and enter a plea of 
not guilty, or the court will set 
aside a verdict of guilty. Like 
pardon, this remedy can provide 
important benefits, such as re- 
Storing the right to vote. If the 
person granted this relief is a 
witness in a later proceeding he 
may not be impeached on the ba- 
sis of the conviction unless it is a 
criminal proceeding and he is the 
defendant. 

Two less familiar provisions 
‘of this nature are Welfare and 
Institutions ‘Code sections 1179 
and 1772, relating to persons com- 
mitted to the Youth Authority, 
which provide; ‘1179. All persons 
honorably dismissed from any such 
**Youth Authority correctional’ 
school and all persons who are 
retained at any such school for 
the full period of their respec- 
tive commitments shall thereafter 
be released from all penalties 
or disabilities resulting from the 
offenses for which they were com- 
mitted, 

Wiping Out Convictions and 
Equivalent Juvenile Court Ad- 
judications. 

In 1959 the Legislature enacted 
‘Welfare and Institutions Code sec- 
tion 752, legislation of a new type 
applicable only to juvenile court 
proceedings, The section provided 
that if a person become a ward for 
any of certain specified reason 
(either violation of a criminal law 
or ordinance or certain action in 
the nature of delinquent conduct) 
or ‘‘other reason involving mis- 
conduct by suchperson,’’ such per- 
son or the probation officer could, 
five years after termination of 
juvenile court jurisdiction over 
such person, petition the court forr 
‘*expungement’’ of records in the 
case, including arrest records, in 


the possession of the court, pro- 
bation officer and other agencies 
and public officials. This relief 
would be granted if it was found 
that the person had not, since 
termination of jurisdiction, been 
convicted of a felony or of a mis- 
demeanor involving moral turpi- 
tude and had attained rehabilita- 


tion to the satisfaction of the court. . 


When the court ordered expun- 
gement, the proceedings in the case 
would be deemed never to have 
occurred. Here truly was a blot- 
ting out of the events themselves. 
It was also provided that the per- 
son who was the subject of the 
records could petition the court 
for an order authorizing inspec- 
tion by persons designated in the 
petition. 

Statue of Arrest Records and Re- 
lated Records. 

Generally, records in the pos- 
session of law enforcement agen- 
cies are not classified as records 
that members of the public have a 
right to inspect (Runyon V. Board 
of Prison Terms and Paroles, 
26 Cal App. 2d 183 (1938); People 
V. Wilkins, 135 Cal, App. 2d 371 
(1955). On the other hand, the 
fact that the public can’t demand 
to be permitted to inspect certain 
papers doesn’t necessarily mean 
that the agency having custody of 
those papers can’t choose to let 
the public or some members of 
the public see them or can’t @is- 
close their contents to members 
of the public. At least one bill 
proposing to restrict disclosure 
of such information has been in- 
troduced in the California Legis- 


lature but did not become law (see 


Pen. C. sec. 11118 as proposed 
by A.B. 946 as introduced, 1961 
Reg. Sess.). 

Under legislation enacted in 
1957, an arrest is, in one situa- 
tion, automatically and retro- 
actively reclassified as some- 
thing presumably less incriminat- 
ing. Thus, under Penal Code sec- 
tion 849 (6) (1) when a person 
has been arrested without a war- 
rant, any peace officer may re- 
lease such person from custody 
instead of taking him before a 


‘magistrate, when he is satisfied 


that there is no ground for mak- 
ing a criminal complaint against 
such person, In such case any 
record of the arrest must show 
the release, and thereafter the. 
arrest shall be deemed instead 
only a ‘‘detertion.’’ Thus, where 
an employment interviewer asks 


about ‘‘arrest,’’ the person inter-- 


viewed can truthfully give a neg- 
ative answer as to any event cov- 
ered by Penal section 849 (b) (1). 
Wiping Out Arrests and Other 
Proceedings, and Records There- 
of, Not Resulting in Conviction 


(or Juvenile Court Equivalent). 

With respect to the juvenile 
court, legislation enacted in 1961 
permitted granting of relief under 
Welfare and Institutions Code sec- 
tion 781 though there had been 
no order making the minor a ward 
or dependent child of the court, 
so long as a petition had been 
filed in the court (ch. 1761, Stats. 
1963). Now, by 1965 legislation 
(ch. 1413, Stats. 1965), the sec- 
tion has been broadened further. 
Relief may be granted if the per- 
son involved has been cited to 
appear before a probation offi- 
cer pursuant to Welfare and In- 
stitutions Code section 626, these 
being two of the three disposi- 
tions an arresting officer can make 
of a person arrested under the 
Juvenile Court Law, i.e., a person 
under 18 years of age. 
Conclusion 

Without repeating the various 
exceptions and refinements re- 
ferred to above, the available rem- 
edies can be outlined as follows 
(‘P & D” indicating that the rem- 
edy only removes certain pen- 
alties and disabilities, while ‘‘C’’ 
indicates that the remedy goes 
further and the legal event, such 
as conviction or arrest, is can- 
celled — wiped out — in the 
sense that it is deemed not to

Therefore they might 
let the world know that the rest 
of today’s up-and-coming fight- 
ers deserve more than the ad- 
verse publicity they are being 
given. Yes, we need more Jimmey 
Lesters, and those they do have 
ought not be so long ignored be- 
cause of the strange overweighted 
values of a select few. In fact, 
there are also many heavyweights 
who can, if given a chance, sur- 


vive the present unwarranted

A program to provide paid sum- 
mer work experience for college 
Students to test their interest in 
preparing for social work careers 
was described in a recent press 
conference in San Francisco by 
Miss Leah Parker, representative 
of the National Commission on 
Social Work Careers. 

The plan is ‘to pay salaries 
varying from $40 to $65 a week 
according to the community for 
eight-week jobs as aides, The 
students will work under expert 
supervision in family service or 
recreation agencies, camps, hos- 
pitals, mental institutions and 
other health and welfare agencies, 
In addition, seminars are held 
to give the students some under- 
standing of all types of social work

Career development, union 
training programs, employment 
grievance machinery and ‘'human 
relations’? courses were among 
proposals for city employees dis- 
cussed at length at the Human 
Rights Commission meeting of 
March 24, 

At the request of the HRC, 
George Grubb, General Manager 
of Personnel for the Civil Service 
Commission, underlined the seri- 
ous lack of highly trained pro- 
fessionals throughout city govern- 
ment, especially in the human ser- 
vices,-He called for an expansion 
of sub-professional entrance jobs 
with opportunity for promotion 4s 
experience and training increase 
skills on the job. Using the hos- 
pitals as an example of the dras- 
tic need for employees, Mr. Grubb 
suggested new procedures which 
would permit an orderly to ad- 
vance to Licensed Vocational 
Nurse andthen to Registered Nurse 
through a combination of on -the - 
job experience and formal educa- 
tion. ‘‘We should put an end to 
dead-end jobs,’’ said Mr. Grubb, 
‘*This would not take a job from 
a Single person, We are trying 
to find ways to take care of the 
tremendous shortages in profes- 
sional ranks, For instance, we 
discovered when surveying the 
work of public health nurses that 
one-third of their time was spent 
on non-professional work. This 
is not only a shameful waste of 
ski, but also deprives people 
who need services from getting 
them.’’ Mr. Grubb stressed that 
_ developing aide positions and pro- 
moting more experienced people 
into increasingly responsible posi- 
tions ‘‘is not just a way of filling 
jobs, but is the only way I can 
see for getting the jobs done,’’

(Note to 
Spokesman readers. This booklet 
is available without charge. Please 
write Mrs. Williams if you’d like 


a copy). Onthe other hand there are - 


things on the market, such as cer- 
tain feminine hygiene products 
which are misleadingly advertised 
so that people may think they are 
birth control products when they 
really are not. 
Our doctors say that the best 
method of birth control is: 
(1) one that is effective; 
(2) one that both husband and 
wife agree on; 
(3) one that they will use all the 
time. ; 
If you’re pregnant now, talk to the 
doctor that you’re seeing.

IT HAPPENED AGAIN! 


Residents of the Hunters Point - 
Bayview area! Whether you realize 
it or not there is a YPCA team 
operating in your area. (Youth Par- 
ticipation in Community Action) 
This team has many functions, 
among the most important ones 
are: 

(1) turn juvenile delinquency 

into juvenile participation; 

(2) help the youth of this com- 
munity to direct themselves 
toward a socially acceptable 
position rather than gang- 
type activities; 

(8) enlist the aid of adults, fami- 
lies and officials in the pro- 
gram; 

(4) help community residents to 
help themselves individually 
and collectively. 

We have succeeded in none of 
these goals or even started for that 
matter! Why: We are all classi- 
fied as trainees. This means that 
we have yet to learn the real prob- 
lems of our community and how to 
confront them and the people that 
they are associated with. Naturally 
as trainees we need training. Thus 
far the only training that we have 
had is two out of town conferences, 
one in Long Beach and the latestin 
Asilomar. We spend the rest of our 
time trying to get the $200 in back 
pay that is owed to each of us. The 
money that I just. spoke of has 
been promised to us in ever- 
growing amounts since late Jan- 
uary by our supervisor. For al- 
most four months we have been 
trying desperately to get our hands 
on that pretty green stuff, all tono 
avail. When I joined the program, 
I thought that I was working on a 
volunteer basis. When I was told 
that would be payed and nothing 
happened. As you can imagine, 
my incentive was shot right to 
hell! So it went with the entire 
team. 

The team went tothe Conference 
at Asilomar with high hopes, big 
hearts and visions of dollars danc- 
ing in our heads because we ex- 
pected to have the money waiting 
when we returned. Our high hopes 
were immediately smashed when 
the conference started. It was repi- 
titious of Long Beach. In lay- 
man’s terms, it was SOUL HUM- 
BUG, The landscape was beautiful. 
The rooms were lovely, the 
food was barely passable, but most 
of all the conference was an in- 
surmountable failure. 

To begin with, the planning com- 
mittee did an absolutely hidious

job. It neglected such important 
issues as curfew rules, firerules, 
restrictions for a very dangerous 
beach, and entertainment for the 
trainees. The planning committee 
was responsible for the mass 
confusion in the discussion groups, 
workshops and clinics. 

We had other problems which 
contributed a great deal to th Z 
failure of the conference such a 
discussion leaders who had ab- 
solutely no idea of how to lead a 
discussion. These same incapable 
leaders who had absolutely no 
discussion leaders let the discus- 
sions get so far off the track that 
they had to be reminded by the 
members of the group that they 
were off the track. We lost the 
benefit of getting answers to many 
of the questions posed because 
the discussion leaders lacked the 4 
skill to press the points in ques- 
tion to the full extent. 

Though the conference was a 
failure, we gained some invaluable 
information. We got valuable tools 
and techniques which we could use 
here at home from people who had 
had these problems before we did, ‘ 
We got many workable suggestions 
to take back to our community. But 
I feel that the most important thing 
that we gained from the conference 
was valuable experience with Hu- 
man Relations and Commu- E 
nications with our fellow human 
being. This was the first time 
in my life I have ever seen racial 
barriers scorned by both majority 
and minority groups and joking 
about the natural traits of each 
other without any friction what- 
soever. ; 

But another problem that we 
had to face was the fun-loving at- 
titude of the trainees. They seem 
to have the impression that these 
conferences are statewide social 
gatherings at which people, groups 
come from all over the state to 
tell other groups of people how 
perfectly wonderful everything is. 
After they have done this they 
want to go to a party and dance 
and sing and have a good time. + 
These conferences are business 
meetings at which groups and in- 
dividuals give ideas to each other 
on how to prepare, a lunch and/or 
extend their programs. The con- ,; 
ferences also help groups to cross 
hurtles that may stand in the way 
of their success. 

The planning committee always 
has a strong outline and plan drawn 
up for these conferences, but

coveries, it was found that three 
out of five families in the Sunny- 
dale Housing Project are un- 
employed, These figures include 
Welfare recipients. 

As a result of these findings, 
the Sunnydale Citizen’s League 
has outlined numerous programs 
for the area. They feel thatanem- 
ployment counselor from the State 
Department of Employment should 
be offered in their area. They are 
asking for children to release 
mothers for employment and train- 
ing -educational programs that

would qualify them’ for employ- 
ment. For this they state they 
are still gathering data, statis- 
tics, information, and so on, on 
the principles, feasibility andsuc- 
cess of the type of childcare cen- 
ters operating in parts of Europe. 
**Not only would this free mothers 
to work,’’ they state, ‘‘but would 
at the same time teach and train 
the youngsters while they are re- 
ceiving good food, medical check- 
ups, best health habits and all 
around child care.’’ They have high 
hopes that such a center can oper- 
ate on a 24-hour basis, With

of the interviews was to let the

| gram for the people. It seems that 
1 some people were under the mis~ 


conception that BAND was an or- 
ganization set up for the Neighbor- 
hood Co-op. However, much time 
has been expanded to correct this 
misconception. Mrs. Freeman 
states that BAND is an organiza- 


' tion dedicated to helping the resi- 


dents with consumer problems. 

What are consumer problems? 
Stated in other words, they are 
buyers problems, that deal with 
just about any consumer service 
or business. The organization will 
act as a problem solving and edu- 
cation unit. Referral services will 
be provided where consumer prob- 


mothers from the area employed 
in the program to support the pro- 
fessional staff. Grannys and teen- 
agers, too, could be employed ona 
short time basis. 

Concerning the John McLaren 
School, their statistics show that 
98% of the children attending this 
school are from low income pub- 
lic housing. They therefore would 
like a free hot lunch program for 
that school. Such a lunch would 
be free to all children and include 
morning and lunch milk. They 
feel strongly that there is a need 
to compensate the hunger of low 
income families on an equal basis 
as those existing compensatory 
programs attempt to stimulate 
learning. They point out further 
that such surplusses are avail- 
able. They also feelthat all schools 
in their area deserve hot dishes, 
And in all cases of such compen- 
sation the Sunnydale group pointed 
out that Welfare (Social Services) 


lems are of such a nature that 
they require special help. Special 
functions of other groups are 
recognized, Mrs. Freeman states, 
**We recognize other offices, and 
agencies here, and where we find 
a problem in employment we re- 
fer it to the Area Office (Ant i- 
Poverty Office), and where we 
find a problem in birth control 
we refer it to Planned Parent- 
hood Office, whatever the problem 
is we send it to the right agency.’’ 
A special program was construed 
for welfare recipients. Mrs. Free- 
man met with welfare personnel 
in laying the ground work for 
the program. 

The program is designed to 
facilitate the recipients in estab- 
lishing a budget for the limited 


should not under any circum- 
stances deduct money from recip- 
ients for such aid to them and 
their children, 

In the general area of com- 
munity activity they are asking 
for a special grant from OEO 
Washington (not to be taken from 
any local funds) to involve the 
Park and Recreation Department 
in the construction of gym - audi- 
torium - community center facili- 
ties in the McLaren Park near the 


Francis Hurz playground. This,’ 


they point out, ‘‘would be a large 
scale building to accommodate 
community gatherings, plays, din- 
ners, dances, and so on.’’ As well 
as serving the immediate area, 
they point to the fact that sucha 
facility would also serve the en- 
tire Visitation Valley, the Eichler 
complex, and the Excelsior Dis- 
trict.

funds they must live on. They will 
be shown how to purchase fur- 
niture at a savings, and avoid 
heavy carrying charges, plus many 
other ways to purchase the needs 
of the family at a savings. 

Thirty. children from the Home 
Economics Department of Wood- 
row Wilson High School visited the 
BAND Office and received brief 
instructions on consumer edu- 
cation. Steps are being taken to 
set up a consumer education pro- 
gram in the Home Economics De- 
partment of Woodrow High School. 
This program is being worked 


through Joyce B. Talal a teacher _ 


at the school. 


other activities ranging from edu- 
cational programs, senior citizen, 
youth teams, cultural activities 
for all ages and many more, 

Also of prime importance to the 
area, sufficient legal aide service 
is needed. As the report put it, 
**many people are so weighed down 
just making a living they do not 
have the money necessary to seek 
legal advice. We find the poor 
people constantly being bilked and 
taken advantage of because they do 
not know their rights.”’ 

The League also reports that 
Rev. Douglas Baer has offered 
the services of a group of Sum- 
mer-College Students to work with 
Sunnydale children. Plans are to 
also take youngsters for a week 
of camping as well as educational
